“There he comes! that’s he!” 
“What? That tall man on the other 
side of the street?

“I knew from tho very first how it 
would be,” said Du Val’s second, telling 
tho story that evening to his friends at 
the club. “ When my man stepped for­ 
ward the Transylvanian gave him one 
look—snch a look!—just the way that 
lion tamer last year used to look at hi9 
beasts.

But this duel was fated to have more 
Important results than the spoiling al! 
Capt. Du Val’s swordmanship. Just oui; 
of the town lived an old Gascon gentle­ 
man, M. de la Roche, with a pedigree as 
long as his purse was short, whose one 
regret in life was the loss of the estates 
of which his family had been deprived 
by an unfortunate accident known to 
history as the French Revolution. His fa­ 
vorite nephew having been killed in a 
duel by Du Val tho old man was nat­ 
urally delighted to see the bully punish­ 
ed in his turn, and lost no time in call­ 
ing upon Keretsenyi to congratulate him.

People passing the woman's wing of 
the penitentiary on rainy nights have 
heard moans and mutterings coming 
from the washhouse, and a sound as 
if some one was turning over tubs and 
chairs. 
Most of the belated wayfarers, 
on hearing the noise, have merely 
quickened their pace and said nothing 
about it. 
The strange occurrence, however, has 
gained some notoriety in the neighbor­ 
hood, and a reporter questioned Deputy' 
Warden Crass about it. 
“What is it?” said the deputy war­ 
den. 
“Why, those groans were uttered 
by our ghost.” 
“A ghost?” incredulously queried the 
reporter. 
“Yes; and if you will come with mo 
I will introduce you Jo witnesses who 
have seen it with their own eyes. 
But 
before we go I will give you a brief his­ 
tory of how we come to have such an 
unearthly' visitor. 
“On page OC, book C, prison rec­ 
ords, is inscribed: ‘Aug. 3, 18S3. Col­ 
lie Dinwood, sent up March 20, 1883, 
two years for arson, was killed at 9:15 
o’clock today', in the wash yard, by Sue 
Fletcher, sent up two years for lar 
ceny.’ The two women quarreled and 
Sue cut Moilie’s treat with a small pen 
knife. 
I’ll never forget the face of the 
poor doomed wretch as Ors. Eve and 
Roberts bent over lier trying in vain to 
stop the flow' of blood. 
She was lying 
on the cover of the old well moaning 
and gasping for breath. 
She was past 
human aid, and after a close examina­ 
tion Dr. Eve arose and said there was 
no hope. 
We buried her and Sue was 
given ten years more for her murder. 
“Can the dead come bam ? It is a 
question tliat has worried the brains of 
the seientifleaud thinking men of every 
period, yet tho question is no nearer a 
solution now than it was a thousand 
years ago. 
Now, come with 
ie and 
you may hear the story of those who 
have seen the wraith of poor Mollie 
with their own eyes. ” 
The reporter was carried to tho wom­ 
an’s wing and talked to a number of 
the women who claimed to have seen 
the ghostly visitor. 
Sue Fletcher, alias Burton, the inur- 
leress. said, with wild, dilating eyes: 
‘She comes to me every rainy night. 
One night, about four years ago, she 
came to my bed and stood for a while, 
then said, ‘The Lord has forgiven me 
and I won’t come any more.’ She was 
dressed in tho old brown dress, with 
white trimmings, but I could see right 
through her. 
After that she did not 
come back any more until about a 
month ago, when she came into my 
cell and stood by my bed, moaning and 
the blood dripping out of the hole in 
her neck. 
I am scared of her and I 
late to see it cloud up, for she comes 
every rainy night, and when I can I 
get some one to sleep with me, for I am 
afraid to sleep alone.” 
Numbers of tho women claim to have 
seen her in the old brown dress, float­ 
ing over the well platform and going in 
and out of the washhouse. 
They say 
that when she goes into the washhouse 
she tunis over tubs and keeps up a con­ 
tinual moaning as if she was iii pain. 
She has even been seen in the daytime 
when it was dark and cloudy wander­ 
ing about tho yard. 
One peculiarity is that when spoken 
to by any one but Suo Fletcher she 
disappears for an instant, then becomes 
visable in a few moments in some other 
portion of tile yard. 
Her favorite place 
is over the old well whero she died. 
The spirit has been seen by the terror 
stricken women to float over the spot 
for an hour at a time. 
Nearly all the 
women have seen and are afraid of her, 
and all swear that she is a “haunt” and 
not a human being.—Nashville Ameri 
can.

the close of the war, and is now the prin­ 
cipal commercial centre of the oentn 
south, having an extensive wholesale 
trade by means of the Cumberland river 
where steamers can be seen at any time 
and the four cr five railroad?, chief among 
which is the extensive system of the 
Louisville and Nashville railway. 
“ Ila splendid water works supply the 
oily with filtered water from the very 
muddy Cumberland river. Its electiio 
railway eystem is practically 
perfect, 
every line converging from all part? of 
the oily to the center like spokes to a hub, 
where one oan transfer from any line to 
any 
other 
without 
delay 
or 
extra fare. Here on a high hill in the 
very midst of the city, surrounded by 
beautiful grounds, is the capital of Ten­ 
nessee, a fine old grey stone building 
with massive Corinthian columns. lo 
front of the building ii the oollossal 
equistrian bronze statue of General Jack 
sod, weighing flfteeu ton?, exactly simi­ 
lar to the one in the park near the execu­ 
tive mansion in Washington, and the one 
in front of the cathedral in New Orleans* 
The legislative halls are rather small and 
dingy and cheaply famished. 
The state 
library presents an excellent.appearanoe. 
Here also is a fine display of native 
woods, and rook?, an i minerals. 
Here 
also are many pictures of noted men and 
southern heroes. I am grateful to record 
that among them I saw the pie tare? of 
Lincoln, G?neral Themas and Parson 
Brownie w. 
“Nashville is the Athens of the south. 
Here is its educational center, with some 
thirty or forty educational institution in­ 
cluding the public schools, for white and 
black. Here are Vander hill university, 
Fisk university state normal school, 
Ladies’ Seminary, Central Tennessee 
College, Watkins’ Institute, aud many 
other public and private institutions. 
But I was especially interested in Cen­ 
tral Tennessee College, which is really a 
university for colored people, with its 
literary department, its law 
school, 
Mehara medical and dental colleges, 
school of pharmacy, carpenter sh"p3, 
blacksmith shops, machine shops and 
model home for the girls, and its rooms 
all filled with five hundred bright young 
colored people as ambitious and anxious 
to make something of themselves as oan 
be found anywhere among young white 
people. Here the young men and women 
oan get an education, learn a trade, be­ 
oome skilled lahore re, or enter any one of 
the professions—things utterly denied 
them Un all the south outside these 
schools. This is one of the forty-three 
schools established by the Methodist 
church in different parts of tho south 
for freedmen since the war. 
The stu­ 
dents are well dressed, orderly, and ap­ 
pear to be very intelligent. The dean of 
the medioal school told me that for the 
six millions of colored people ii the 
south there are not above two hundred 
colored physician?; that white physi­ 
cians do not like colored patronaget 
and are always glad to turn it over 
to colored physicians; that his sohool has 
about one hundred alumni in practice 
now in the south, and that they are gen­ 
erally doing well, and receiving an in ­ 
come of about $1,400 on the average, 
one of them in New Orleans having an 
income of $5,500.” 
“Do colorea boys learn ag quickly as 
white? ’ 
“Professor Sedgwick, an old Beloit boy 
of thesohool of mechanic?, says that col­ 
ored boys learn 
work in steel and 
brass and iron so.. 
whit9 boys, 
'because they don’t know anything and 
they know it, while whits boys think 
they know it all and don’t know it.’ ” 
“Then the schools are doing practical 
good?” 
“They are giving christian education. 
Christian teachers, ministers, lawyers, 
tradesmen,mechanics, and physicians to 
the vast colored population of the south, 
things whioh the white people of the 
south are absolutely unwilling, wholly 
incompetent, and utterly unable to ta r­ 
nish them. This is Borne of the work 
whioh one 
brano i of 
the christian 
ohuroh is doing in its effort to take cate 
of the heathen at home.’ ”
